JACOB CLYDE GOODMAN, JR. 


Jacob Clyde "Jake" Goodman, Jr. became Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina April 19, 1978, his installation being the lastorder of business 
at the 191st Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


Jake was born in Charlotte September 3, 1916, the son of Jacob C. and 
Rene S. Goodman. He is married to the former Nell Cochran and they have 
three children; Frank E. Goodman, Karen Goodman Icard, and Jacob C. 
Goodman, III, who is a member of Excelsior Lodge No. 261 and also holds 
membership in the Scottish Rite and the Shrine. The Grand Master and Nell 
have five grandchildren. 


Educated in the Charlotte school system, Jake entered the printing 
business while still in his teens but soon tired of the confining nature of that 
work. Opting for law enforcement, he became a patrolman in the Charlotte 
Police Department July 1, 1941 and has since served the department in all 
ranks. 


On April 1, 1968 he reached the top of the ladder when he was appointed 
Chief of Charlotte Police. He still serves in that capacity. Under his leadership 
the Charlotte Police Department is recognized as being among the top police 
departments in the country, noted for its progressiveness and efficiency. 


Àn important factor in his rise to the top in his chosen profession has been 
Jake's determination to at all times further his education and knowledge. He 
is a graduate of the Southern Police Institute at Louisville, the Police 
Management School of the Traffic Institute of Northwestern University, the 
National Executive Institute of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and the 
National Academy of the FBI. 


He was elected President of his class at the National Academy, sharing 
the podium with President John F. Kennedy, Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy and FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover before an audience of 2,000 at 
graduation exercises. This occasion, said Jake, was the highlight of his 
accomplishments until his election and installation as Grand Master. 


Jake and Nell are active in the Presbyterian Church, where he has served 
as Deacon and as Elder. He has also been active in numerous of Charlotte's 
civic and community activities. 


À member of Charlotte's Excelsior Lodge No. 261 since March 24, 1952, 
Jake served as Master in 1968. He received his 25-Year Award in 1977 and 
was elected to Life Membership April 3, 1978. He holds Honorary 
Membership in Keystone Lodge No. 726. He has participated in the degrees of 
the Scottish Rite for a number of years and his worth as a Mason has been 
recognized by his election to Knight Commander in the Scottish Rite's Court 
of Honour. 


Jake is a member of Oasis Shrine Temple and has been a member of its 
ritualistic section for several years. He is a Past Monarch of Azusa Grotto and 
a member of Court 109 of the Royal Order of Jesters. 


Each Master Mason who truly serves the Fraternity inevitably receives 
rich rewards and experiences various great moments. It is most probable that 
Jake will always remember that moment on April 21, 1971 when Grand 
Master William W. Mims, Jr. appointed him Grand Steward asa tremendous 
moment in his Masonic career, shared in importance only by the moment 
April 19, 1978 when his brethren endorsed that appointment and elected 
Jacob C. Goodman, Jr. to serve as their Grand Master. 

Golf and fishing are Jake's hobbies and he plans to relax a bit in the 
indulgence of these hobbies as he travels the state in the service of North 
Carolina Masonry. 

Masons of North Carolina can look forward with confidence to another 
good Masonic year under the leadership of this dedicated Mason.

OF NORTH CAROLINA, INCORPORATED

The following report of Brother Thomas A. Patterson, 
Superintendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of 
North Carolina, Inc., was presented and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Sixty-Third Annual Report of the Superintendent reflects 
accomplishments achieved at the Home during 1977 of which Masons and 
Eastern Stars can be justly proud. Our goals for the year were challenging, to 
say the least, and far reaching. 


Letters of appreciation for services rendered by the Home have increased 
appreciably during the past twelve months. We have had many visitors from 
other states and several from Canada. They were given tours of the Home, and 
many of them visited Guests in their rooms and had lunch with us. 


We have also continued to enjoy having many Lodges and Chapters from 
our great State visit us during the year. The Sunday afternoon service in our 
Chapel is looked forward to by many of our Guests. Notonly dothe Lodges and 
Chapters provide us with a religious service, but it serves as a social event for 
those providing the service and for the Guests also. Weappreciate this service 
and all the extras the individual groups provide for us. 


Our activities continue to be many and varied. Our ceramic program is 
still popular and you will find, not only ceramics, but many of the Guests' 
handmade articles on sale when you visit the Home. The Arts and Crafts 
activities have shown excellent growth and interest this year. The Arts and 
Crafts sales sponsored by our Guests have attracted many people to our Home 
and has stimulated the interests of our Guests. 


Our other activities were many and varied. Some of the activities enjoyed 
most by our Guests were: Trip and picnic at Chinqua-Penn Plantation; fall 
trip and picnic to the mountains; monthly birthday parties; bingo parties; 
foster grandparents club; square dance party; seasonal parties; films; musical 
groups—vocal and instrumental; city tours and visits to McDonalds. 


Two very significant Resolutions were presented to and passed at the 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge and the Grand Chapter in 19777. 
The first Resolution increased the number of Guests living in our present 
facilities from 140 to 180. The Board of Directors felt it was necessary to 
increase the number of Guests since we had a waiting period of over two years | 
duration that an applicant had to wait after the application had been 
approved by the Directors. As a result of this Resolution being approved, we 
have inereased our number of Guests to 150 in 1977, and will continue to 
increase that number in 1978. 


The second Resolution approved by both Grand Bodies was for the 
construction of one-hundred and thirteen retirement units at the Home. These 
units will consist of 96 one and two-bedroom apartments, five duplexes, and 
seven individual cottages. all on ground level. The architect has been 
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employed and contracts have been let for bids on the site and the utilities 
construction and plans are well underway to start construction in early 1978. 


We were pleased we could admit a total of thirty-four new Guests to our 
Home in 1977. We rendered a total of 51,654 days of care to our 150 Guests at 
an average yearly per capita cost of $5,608.96, or an average daily per capita 
cost of only $15.37. Of the total 150 Guests, 72 now reside in the Care Center, 
where we provide nursing care on a 24-hour basis. Of course, a major part of 
our budget is spent on services to Guests in our Care Center. The average daily 
enrollment for 1977 was 141.5. Our total operating budget for 1977 was 
$820,880.00. 


Many improvements were made at the Home in 1977. Electric food carts 
were purchased in January. We are now able to serve hot meals to our Guests 
in the Care Center for the first time. These Guests are most appreciative and 
are eating more since we started serving them hot meals. 


The Chapel is now a truly beautiful place of Worship. During the year we 
have painted the Chapel inside and outside, installed new light fixtures, new 
pew cushions, and wall-to-wall carpet. These improvements, and our new 
sound system, enhance our Chapel and highlights new dimensions to our 
beautiful “Garden of Gethsemane" mural. 


The East end of Setzer Building was completely renovated and a 
beautiful parlor replaced the old post office and beauty parlor. The 
furnishings are pieces saved from the old main building and some received 
from new Guests entering the Home. Two beautiful one-bedroom apartments 
occupy the second floor and one of them is occupied by a married couple who 
recently came to live with us at the Home as Guests. 


I know you have noticed our new sign that enhances our front. It is 
certainly a much needed and appreciated addition to our Home, especially for 
those who are not regular visitors to our Home. 

Construction is well on its way of a Solarium addition to our second floor 
Care Center. This will enable us to move our skilled care patients out of their 
rooms and the hall to a room where they can enjoy nature and the outside 
world. It will also serve as a center for many of our activities. 

I am proud to announce for the first time in five years the Home received 
ample contributions from the Masonic Bodies to meet our Budget. Our total 
income from the Masonic Bodies was $276,878.10 and represented an excess of 
$9,249.74 for the fiscal year of 1977. Therefore, we were able to delete the 
$4,035.23 owed by the Blue Lodges for 1973 and deduct $5,214.15 from the 
total amount owed by the Blue Lodges for 1974, leaving a total of $79,761.45 
due the Home for operating expenses for 1974, 1975, and 1976 from the Blue 
Lodges. 

It has been a most successful year. Our physical growth has added 
comfort and pleasure for,our Guests, and at the same time permitted us to 
serve more brothers and sisters. We appreciate your support and solicit your 
prayers that we may continue to grow and serve those who have reached the 
twilight years of their lives.

The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage submits its report to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a detailed report of the 
Superintendent and the departments of the Orphanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the year and 
harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. The visiting 
committee has also made its report, and the auditors have reported on the 
financial phase of the institution and rendered detailed information of 
receipts, and the operation of various incomes and legacies received. 


The Orphanage has increased its facilities and enlarged its scope of work 
by reopening the school on campus. There is still much to be done and this isa 
challenge to every Mason in the state. Your directors have established a 3.5 
million dollar endowment fund for the operation of our school. We are pleased 
to announce that we have over $600,000.00 in this fund so far. Once this 3.5 
million dollar endowment fund is completed the Masons in the state will not be 
asked to contribute to the school fund any more. The money is placed in trust 
and the interest will operate the school without having to touch the principal. 
If all the Masons will do their part this endowment will be a living memorial to 
all Masons in the state of North Carolina. We are counting on you for your 
donation and support. 


The Alumni Association of Oxford Orphanage has raised $50,000.00 
toward the renovation of John Nichols School and plan to continue each year 
with a different project for the school. During the business meeting of the 
Alumni Association in October 1976 the Alumni Association accepted the 
challenge of renovating John Nichols School. This was not an easy challenge 
but because of the love for the Oxford Orphanage, each member met this 
challenge head on. The Oxford Orphanage will always be indebted to the 
Alumni Association for the excellent cooperation they have given and when 
former graduates support their institution, this speaks well for the institution 
and we are extremely proud of the dedication that they have shown. 


We desire to commend all of the officers and employees of Oxford 
Orphanage for their faithful service and loyalty during the past year. 


Every Mason in North Carolina has a vested interest in Oxford 
Orphanage and it is his duty to give occasional attention to his property and 
inquire how it is being used. We invite all of you to visit the Orphanage 
whenever you may be able to do so. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its appropriations for the 
support of the Orphanage.

OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INCORPORATED 
(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of Brother Robert Winston, 
Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage, Inc., was presented 
and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


The following is the 105th Annual Report of the Superintendent of 
Oxford Orphanage to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, being the report for 
the year ending September 30, 1977. 


The year just closed will go down in the history of the Orphanage as the 
beginning of a new era in its life. It has been an unusual year in many respects. 


In the first place, it marks a decided advance in theadvantages which are 
being offered the students who came under the care and control of the 
Orphanage. The John Nichols School building was reopened on September 6, 
1977, and affords the very best facilities for comfort and instruction. It is 
fireproof and strictly up to date in every respect. The faculty will be paid on 
the State teacher's salary scale, but with private funds provided by North 
Carolina Masons. 


The renovation of the building is to be paid for by the Oxford Orphanage 
Alumni Association at a cost of $55,000.00. 


In the second place, we have added to the vocational training here in the 
establishment of a heating and air conditioning course. Brother Alexander G. 
Winston will teach the course as part of the school's vocational program. He is 
a Past Master of the Ashland, Virginia Masonic Lodge No. 168, is a graduate 
of Danville Technical Institute. He has 20 years experience in the heating and 
air conditioning field. We plan to offer a new vocational course each year so 
our girls will have a fair opportunity as well as the boys in mastering a 
vocational course. Our plans are to start a cosmetologist course in January, 
1978. 

Realizing the need for our school and vocational programs, more than a 
year ago a campaign to raise three to five million dollars was inaugurated. 
Past Grand Master Garner launched this campaign on a large and effective 
scale, and present Grand Master Watson has given himself unselfishly and 
untiringly to the successful promotion of the same. Up to date the total amount 
collected amounts to $710,000.00. 

Iam sure our friends will answer this call for help. If all will join in to help 
us I am sure we can raise the money. If the Masons would come and see our 
school and campus, you would come to our assistance without delay. 


In the third place, our school is approved by the Division of Non-Public 
Schools, North Carolina Department of Public Instruction. 


The health of the students has generally been good. No serious problems 
have occurred this year, although the students have had some minor 
complaints. 

The Shoe Department is thoroughly committed to the task of training 
boys in the art of shoe repairing, and in the development of character and of 
thrift. In constantly endeavoring to keep down the cost of this department to 
the institution and the small amount of custom work done, gives the boys 
actual experience in the type of work which they will do later on. 


I feel that the Printing Department is being of great assistance to our 
students in enabling them to become well equipped printers before they leave. 
We have young men in all major print shops in the state because of the training 
received at Oxford. 


The Maintenance Department has ten boys taking training in this area. It 
has been reorganized on the laboratory ideal as well as doing practical 
electrical work on the campus as well as some custom work for the outside. So 
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the boys actually do some of the same type work as will come to them later in 
life. In this area boys are trained in heating and air conditioning, painting, 
carpentry, plumbing and electrical work. 


This has been one of the most trying years we have experienced on the 
farm in some time, because of the dry weather. Our farm and dairy personnel 
deserves great credit for the good work done in this area. Our dairy continues 
to be tops in the state and we sold several calves to Russia earlier in the year. 


Mrs. Shirley Currin was promoted to Manager of the Industrial Building 
where all the student's clothes are stored. The repairing of all laundry and the 
making of new clothing is done in the sewing room which is located on the 
second floor. Six girls are receiving training in sewing and we plan to increase 
this number each year. 


Oxford Orphanage has chosen to maintain a family style of feeding rather 
than cafeteria serving. Under the leadership of our stewara, the food program 
is more than adequate and comparable to the best. 


On August 17, 1977, Brother Lewis E. McMannen resigned as Chaplain of 
Oxford Orphanage and we are in the process of securing a Chaplain. In July 
we held Vacation Bible School and the last week in August we held a revival. 
‘There were 50 young men and women to dedicate their lives to God this year 
and with the continued support of the Boy and Girl Scouts great things lie 
ahead for our religious program. The music ministry has done a marvelous job 
under the leadership of its director. 


This year was filled with special events which consisted of the following: 


March 11,1977—The world renowned U. S. Army “Golden Knights" 
parachute team performed. 


September 1, 1977—U. S. Senator Jesse Helms presented flags for each 
classroom at the John Nichols School. 


September 22, 1977— The Second Marine Aircraft Wing Band and a CH- 
46 Sea Knight helicopter performed. 

We had sixteen employees to leave during the year because of retirement 
or for other reasons. Mr. Milton Pruitt was honored for 32 years of service to 
the Orphanage for the longest period of service. Also recognized were Robert 
J. Davis, 25 years, F. Maurice Adams, 23 years, and Ann P. Boswood for 20 
years. Fifteen year honorees included Allen G. Colenda, Johnnie E. Eaton, 
Luther D. Fields, Thomas L. Linsey, and Maggie L. Person. Honored for 10 or 
more years were Joseph R. Colenda, James H. Eaton, Robert W. Ferguson, 
Lora G. Jones, Elfra G. Loftis, Alma S. Perkins, Donald L. Sizemore and 
Bessie D. Quick. Recognized for five or more years were Zelma R. Brooks, 

Genevieve P. Compton, Shirley W. Currin, Lila H. Daniel, Pattie L. Davis, 
Geneva R. Garner, Ethel H. Hilton, Lewis W. Moore, Rachel C. Stewart, 
Elsiephine Wright, Vernell H. Reid and Frank Hobgood. 

The success of the year which has just closed is due to the fact that we have 

had the loyal support of our staff and Masonic brethren over the state. 


We have a good financial report this year. There is every reason to be 
grateful to our friends for their liberal support. 


We are constantly on the alert to keep our buildings in good repair and 
keep our students healthy and happy, to secure the very highest type of 
employees and to live within our income. We are constantly urging Masons 
and friends to let us know of prominent people who might be interested in 
remembering the Orphanage in their wills and to build up, through legacies, 
as large an endowment as possible to take care of our needs. 

Altogether this has been a good year and we can see decided improvements 
in many ways. I feel grateful for the cooperation of all connected with this 
great work. Truly itisaninspiring thought to feel thatso many young lives are 
being elevated and fitted for usefulness and the service of God and their fellow 
man. We feel grateful for the opportunity to take part in this great work and 
acknowledge God's blessing on it. 
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We are sincerely grateful to the members of the Board of Directors for the 
close fellowship, understanding and efficient administration of Oxford 
Orphanage and its entire personnel.

The Constitution and Regulations of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
adopted in 1948 and commonly referred to as The Code, carries in its 
preceding historical synopsis many well-chosen items of historica] interest, as

well as presenting to the Masons of North Carolina regulations for their 
government within the tyled recesses of the lodge room and in the work-a-day 
world without. 

Attention is directed to pages III to X of The Codeas it was amended at the 
1977 Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, for there the uninformed 
Mason will find many historical facts recorded for his enlightenment, and the 
well-versed Mason will enjoy opportunity to refresh his memory on subject 
matter relating to the early history of our Fraternity beginning in England 
and descending to the formation of our own Grand Lodge and the early 
subordinate lodges of our Grand Jurisdiction. 


In reciting the historical facts as given us by the eminent historian 
Marshall DeLancey Haywood on page III above mentioned, obvious printer's 
errors appear when it is recorded that ". . . John Haughton, who served from 
December 27, 1940, until December 27, 1941, when Hammerton again 
became Grand Master (this time by election of the Grand Lodge of the 
Province of South Carolina) . . ." Thus, in setting his type the printer has 
erroneously used the years 1940 and 1941 instead of the proper years 1740 and 
1741. 

Subject matter on the pages enumerated above are organizational only 
and deal not with the antiquity of Freemasonry, and no attempt is made 
herein to establish or to pinpoint its origin, for the difficulty in arriving atthe 
precise time, place or circumstance in which Masonry or its prototype began 
has been encountered by every writer upon the subject. Some over anxious for 
the dignity of the Fraternity have presented it as coeval with the world. Even 
Anderson, Preston and others claim for the order the highest antiquity. 
Preston's particular in his expressions as to the origins of the institution by 
saying, “From the commencement of the world, we may trace the foundation 
of Masonry." Undoubtedly he meant that its principles were co-existent with 
the universe. It was DeWitt Clinton who said, “Of all the institutions which 
have been established for the purpose of improving the condition of mankind, 
Freemasonry stands pre-eminent in its usefulness as in its age. Its origin is 
lost in the abyss of unexplored antiquity. No historical records, no 
traditionary accounts, can with certainty point out the precise time, the place 
or the particular manner of its commencement . . = 


Thus, there will be no attempt herein to lead you beyond the 
organizational records as they appear on pages III to X, but it is suggested 
that you let the revelings of your own conjecture lead you to the birth of the 
institution we today love and know as Freemasonry.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION 
THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 
(Docket No. 15) 


The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received, entered on the record 
and the portion involving finances was referred to the 
Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the year 1977-78, the Board of Publication of The North Carolina 
Mason has met regularly and made a careful study of the progress of the 
publication including the financial status. Editor Reynold Davenport and 
Brother Allen Colenda of the Oxford Orphanage Printing Department have 
attended these meetings and have been most helpful to the Board of 
Publication in reviewing the various items of business related to the 
production of The North Carolina Mason. 


An expression of gratitude from the Board was made to the effect that all 
members were delighted that Grand Master J. Earl Watson had seen fit to 
remain as an active member of the Board of Publication in spite of his most 
busy schedule. It was stated that his experience on the Board had been of such 
a helpful nature and that his suggestions had always been of such value that 
the publication would suffer a great loss had he removed himself from the 
membership of the Board. 


During the year there has been some experimentation on the masthead of 
The North Carolina Mason. In an effort to make the format of the publication 
more attractive and appealing to the readers, several different mastheads 
have been used. There has also been a concerted effort to improve the quality 
of the pictures that are printed in the publication. During the past year the 
pictures have shown definite improvement. 


It is significant to point out that as of the end of 1977, approximately 
69,500 papers have been mailed monthly with a budget of $54,000. This 
amounts to about $.78 per year per addressee, or about $.065 monthly. 
Receiving a monthly publication for six and one half cents per copy (including 
postage) is noteworthy. This is possible because the editor has assumed other 
additional duties in 1977, and because part of his salary was consequently paid 
from another source. The Board was able to actually reduce the total 1977 
budget, as compared with 1976. 

During the year there have been frequent complimentary statements 
made about The North Carolina Mason. For the most part these have been 
oral. Very few of our readers take time to write. The editor and the members 
of the Board of Publication always appreciate the observations and comments 
from the readers. 

Throughout the year there has been the continual problem of inflation. 
Increases in postal rates along with the cost of materials has presented a real 
challenge to those persons directly charged with the responsibility of 
producing The North Carolina Mason. 

The budget for the ensuing year was approved by the Board and sent to 
the Committee on Finance.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE 
TO THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 19) 

The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted, and the matter of finances 
was referred to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


The fifty-ninth annual meeting of the Masonic Service Ássociation of the 
United States met in the Diplomat Room of the Shoreham-Americana Hotel 
in Washington, D. C. at two o'clock in the afternoon of Monday, February 20, 
1978. The meeting was called to order by Most Worshipful Herbert À. Ronin, 
PGM (Nebraska), Chairman of the Executive Commission. The customary 
items of the agenda were taken care of in proper order. 


A beautiful tribute to the late beloved Executive Secretary of the Masonic 
Service Association, Most Worshipful Brother Conrad Hahn, by the Past 
Grand Master of Michigan who also is the Vice-President of the Executive 
Committee, Most Worshipful Brother Robert A. Hockstad, was presented. 
The Chairman of the meeting was elected. To fill this position Dr. Harvey 
Fred McCrory, Grand Master of Mississippi, was selected. He then proceeded 
to introduce to the Association, the new Executive Secretary of the 
Association, succeeding Most Worshipful Brother Hahn, Most Worshipful 
Brother Stewart Pollard. Brother Pollard made a few very interesting and 
pertinent remarks, soliciting the support and cooperation of the members of 
the Association. 


Following this, the annual report of the Executive Commission was 
presented by the Chairman of the Commission, Most Worshipful Brother 
Herbert A. Ronin. Interestingly enough, Brother Ronin stated that the report, 
almost in its entirety, had been written by Brother Connie Hahn prior to his 
death on December 15, 1977. Brother Hahn had planned to retire in 1978 on 
July 1 and his decision, after considerable discussion, was accepted with 
reluctance and deep regret. The effective date of this resignation was to be 
December 31, 1978 and Brother Hahn was authorized to employ Worshipful 
Brother Stewart M. L. Pollard as his assistant for the calendar year of 1978, to 
be trained as the permanent successor in this position. 


Following the death of Brother Hahn, the members of the Executive 
Commission were asked to cast their ballot by mail for a successor, and 
Brother Pollard was unanimously selected for this position. 


The Commission reported no change in the membership in 1977, the 
number now remaining at forty-three Grand Lodges. 


Under Foreign Relief the Association reported that it had continued to 
receive contributions for the relief work carried on by the Grand Lodge of 
Guatemala in the town of San Bartolome Milpas Altas in the mountains of 
Guatemala which had been devastated by the terrible earthquake of 
February 5, 1976. Three checks totaling one thousand, six hundred fifty-three 
dollars and forty-two cents were forwarded to Most Worshipful Brother 
Enrique Sosa Avila, Grand Master of Guatemala, in 1977. Contributions for 
Guatemala earthquake relief in 1976 and 1977 totaled sixty-seven thousand, 
five hundred seventy-eight dollars and sixty-eight cents. 


All Digest Short Talk Bulletins, surveys, reports, etc. are distributed as 
issued to the Grand Masters, Deputy Grand Masters, Grand Secretaries, and 
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Approximately one hundred field agents and thousands of volunteers are 
the workers who are creating a benevolent image of “Masonry in Action” in 
Veterans Administration Hospitals. To them every Mason owes a debt of 
gratitude and pride for their advancement of the Masonic ideals of brotherly 
love and relief. 


This great program is financed by contributions from the member Grand 
Lodges, it depends entirely upon the Grand Lodges for its support. North 
Carolina has been participating in the program for a great many years and yet 
it should be said that in the four hospital centers in North Carolina: Asheville, 
Durham, Fayetteville and Salisbury, the Masonic Service Association 
contributes in expenditures for the operation of these centers more than twice 
as much as it receives from North Carolina. It is a great service that we cannot 
afford to neglect and one which should constantly receive all of the attention 
that the seventy thousand Masons in North Carolina can give to it. 


North Carolina is especially proud ofthe fact that we do have a field agent 
operating in every Veterans Hospital in the State,and I want to acknowledge 
our indebtedness to them. In Durham, our hospital visitor is Brother Jack T. 
Dossett; in the Fayetteville area we did have two visitors who visited the 
Veterans Hospital at Camp Lejeune and also in Fayetteville the veterans in 
Womack Hospital in Fort Bragg. Unfortunately, one of these visitors, a 
veteran in the hospital visitation service, Brother William E. Whitman, a man 
of more than thirty-two years of distinguished service in this program, passed 
away during this year. His co-worker in the Fayetteville area, Brother Albert 
L. Crawley, Jr., also of Fayetteville, continues very active in this service. In 
addition to them we have from the Veterans Hospital in Oteen, Brother Paul 
C. Sherwood and also representing the visitation program in Salisbury, we 
have Brother Wiley G. Morgan of the city of Salisbury. These brethren are 
doing a wonderful job. They are carrying the brotherly love of Masonry from 
the lodges to the bedside of the invalid brother. They are the invalid brother's 
only contact with the outside world, that is the outside Masonic world. Yes, 
they are the ones who extend a warm hand of brotherly love to those Masonic 
patients who are in such desperate need of it. 


For several years North Carolina has been privileged to have as one of its 
honored guest during the Annual Communication, the chief field agent of the 
hospital visitation program of the Masonic Service Association, Ill. Brother 
Daniel P. Knode, Jr. Brother Knode was honored during the February 1977 
meeting of the Association with the presentation of a plaque from the MSA in 
commemoration of his ten years of wonderful service in this hospital program. 
It was an award of merit which he richly deserved. 


Allofthese field agents make regular monthly reports to headquarters in 
Silver Spring, Maryland. These reports list the number of hours contributed 
to this program by the field agents and the volunteers, together with a number 
of Masonic patients who were visited and re-visited. They detail the various 
services to which some time was contributed, their hours of service, and the 
number of volunteers assisting in the program at each station. Surely these 
brethren do a tremendous job in carrying the story of Masonry to our Veterans 
Hospitals, and we are eternally indebted to them. 


Your MSA representative therefore recommends the appropriation of 
the usual amount of our dues in the Association as approved by the 1975 
meeting of the Masonic Service Association and in addition to this, we would 
recommend the appropriation of six thousand dollars for the MSA for hospital 
visitation program and the allocation of an additional seven hundred fifty 
dollars for supplies for North Carolina field agents.

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REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 20) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership was adopted, and the matter of finances referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association met on 
the 248th birthday of George Washington in the beautiful auditorium of The 
Memorial Association at 10 o'clock on the morning of February 20, 1978. 
President Raymond Ellis, Past Grand Master of New York, presided and 
welcomed the brethren to the annual meeting. After the invocation by the 
Grand Master of Indiana, Most Worshipful Brother Roy O. Turner, the 
address of welcome was given by the newly-installed Grand Master of 
Virginia, Most Worshipful Brother Robert R. Kennedy, Jr., to which the 
response was given by the Grand Master of Tennessee. Later the Master of 
Alexandria-Washington Lodge No. 22 extended a welcome to the brethren 
and invited them to a session of the lodge to be held that afternoon in The 
Memorial. After the introduction of guests, those from North America and 
those from abroad, the President appointed the usual committees for the 
placing of the wreath at the tomb of George Washington and also to make 
nominations for the ensuing year. 


President Ellis then made a very beautiful report of the activities during 
the preceding year, but at the same time, it reflected a note of disappointment 
in our inability to provide adequately for our operating expenses. President 
Ellis stated that during the year The Memorial had an income of $272,000.00, 
but at the same time expenses for the operation of The Memorial for the year 
amounted to $287,000.00, the difference in this was met by contributions from 
several of the Grand Lodges. 


Three years ago the Association adopted a program calling for one 
thousand contributions of $1,000.00 each or more from individuals, lodges, 
districts, auxiliary bodies, etc. The names of all of the contributors were to be 
listed in perpetuity on bronze plaques on either side of the 17-foot statue of 
Washington in the main entrance. 


The bronze plaque containing the names of these 200 contributors was 
unveiled. President Ellis stated that our endowment fund is still insufficient 
to take care of the expenses of The Memorial. He made a stirring appeal for 
continued interest and concern of the membership, a concern based on the life 
and service of President George Washington. He stated that our task is to 
preserve this, the only national monument ever undertaken by the Grand 
Lodges of the United States. 


A resolution was then presented to amend the by-laws of the Association 
to provide that no member of the Board of Directors would succeed himself on 
the Board, nor could anyone be elected from the same State as the retiring 
member to succeed him. The motion carried unanimously. 


The nominating committee then made its report and President Ellis was 
re-elected to serve once again in the position, the responsibilities of which he 
had fulfilled so admirably. 

Congressman Jack Hightower, of Texas, was then presented to the 
Association, being introduced by Most Worshipful Brother Lee Lockwood also 
of Texas. Brother Hightower is the Past Grand Master of Texas and has 
served several terms in the Congress, as a Representative from that great 
State. He is likewise a 33? Scottish Rite Mason. In his address he brought out 
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the fact that we are in every respect a nation of memorial builders; we create 
memorials almost everywhere in our nation, but he stated that these 
memorials are an effort to perpetuate the values that are inculcated in the 
individuals or in the events that are memorialized and that we must continue 
to impress upon our children the eternal value of these ideals, always 
referring to what God has done for us. Here he brought in the eternal value of 
Masonry in this respect, serving as an instructor, generation after generation, 
in implanting in our children the ideals of our fathers. 


The Executive Secretary of the Association, Brother Marvin Fowler, 
presented his report, citing an increase in the number of visitors during the 
year, many of whom, interestingly enough were neither Masons nor of 
Masonic families. 


The Memorial continues to be a very popular attraction, therefore and we 
must also continue to give it all of theattention that we can. The Memorial has 
a motion picture; our Grand Lodge itself owns a copy of this film which can be 
obtained by any of our lodges merely for the asking. Return postage will be the 
only cost. 


The need, therefore, for additional funds for the operation of The 
Memorial and for the growth of its endowment continues to increase and the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina feels that is is a continuing obligation on its 
part to continue its annual contribution to the Association of $1,000.00. Your 
representative, therefore, herewith makes his recommendation for a total 
allocation of $1,000.00.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON MASONIC EDUCATION 
(Docket No. 25) 


— 


The report of the Committee on Masonic Education was 
received and entered on the record. The portion pertaining to 
the Honorary Title of Past District Education Chairman Was 
adopted. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


Members of the Grand Lodge Committee and the Area Education 
Coordinators attending the Grand Lodge Annual Communication in Raleigh 
met on April 19, 1977, with fourteen in attendance. They made the following 
decisions. 


1. To give a replica of the first year Grand Master's Award certificate to 
each lodge that meets the requirements. The only change will be the current 
year of the award printed in bold type near the top of the certificate. 
Hopefully, the certificate will be placed in the original frame by the lodge, or 
the lodge may frame each Grand Master's Award certificate received. The 
lodge Master will continue to receive the Grand Master's Award lapel pin. 


2. Three Past DEC's, having become members of the Grand Lodge 
Committee, were given specific responsibilities. Bill Harper, of Kinston, will 
assist in the enlistment of new DEC's. Grover Edwards, of Nashville, will be 
responsible for the distribution and receiving of the Grand Master's Award 
forms. Elwood Waldrup, of Weaverville, will distribute workshop materials. 


3. The committee gave strong approval to requesting the Master and 
Senior Warden of each lodge to select a "potential" Junior Steward to attend 
the fall workshop, to learn the work of the Orientation Committee. 


Following the Grand Lodge Annual Communication, the Grand Master's 
meetings were held in Hickory on April 30 and in Greenville on May 7. A total 
of fifty-one DEC's and nine AEC's attended these meetings. “DEC 
Information 1977" was distributed and discussed. "Freemasonry Teaches 
Self-Esteem" was examined and accepted for use in the opening assembly at 
District Education Workshops. AEC's met with the DEC's from their area to 
make decisions relative to workshop dates and other matters. 

The Grand Lodge Committee met again in Raleigh on June 10, 1977, and, 
following general evaluation of the education program, approved the 
following: 

1. That three copies of the GMA form be sent to each lodge: one for the 
Grand Lodge Committee, one for the DEC, and one for lodge files. 
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2. That district team members be given a complete education manual, 
and that lodge officers be allowed to keep the officer section of the manual 
which they receive at the district workshop. 


3. That education manuals, officer sections, and Orientation materials be 
reprinted during the summer of 1978 for the fall workshops. 


4. Approved a count-down preparation schedule for the workshops in 
October-November. 


Just prior to the fall workshops the chairman of the Grand Lodge 
Committee mailed to each DEC a suggested outline for the workshop. 


On February 11, 1978, four members of the Grand Lodge Committee on 
Masonic Education and nine Area Education Coordinators met in Raleigh for 
a three-hour work session, with the following results: 


1. DEC's are to encourage the promotion and use of “Our Tribute of Love,” 
a memento to the widows of deceased Brethren. 


2. Looked with favor on the adaptation and reproduction of 
“Freemasonry, a Way of Life,” a definition of Freemasonry by the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania. 


8 Nine of the ten AEC’s agreed to serve another year, on the apprval of the 
incoming Grand Master. 


4. Approved “Lodge Masters Have Needs,” a program of personal 
leadership evaluation to be used during the opening assembly at the district 
workshops in the fall of 1978. 


5. Agreed that the AEC's should work more closely with the persons in 
charge of selecting the best qualified brother in each district willing to serve 
as DEC. 


6. Strongly agreed to continue District Education Workshops during 
October-November, with make-up workshops as needed by each district early 
in the following year. 

7. That a reminder and encouragement be given from the Grand Lodge 
level to the lodge Master and Senior Warden to enlist a “potential” Junior 
Steward to attend the fall workshop, to learn the work of the Orientation 
Committee. 

8. Agreed that the DEC should be received in the lodge on his official 
visits with private grand honors in keeping with the dignity of his position as a 
district officer. 

9. That proceedings begin with the 1978 Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge to make AEC's and DEC's members of the Grand Lodge, and 
that a suitable jewel be acquired for the DEC's. 

10. The report of the 1977 fall workshops was given. 

a. Only three districts did not conduct a fall workshop. However, there 
was an education workshop in every district during the calendar year of 1977. 

b. 2,083 brethren from 342 lodges attended the workshops, an average of 
six per lodge, but not in every case were these Stewards, Deacons, and 
Wardens. 

c. 194 "potential" Junior Stewards attended the workshops. This is fifty- 
seven percent of the number that should have attended.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MASONIC 
CEREMONIES AND MISCELLANEOUS PUBLICATIONS 
(Docket No. 28) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications was received and 
entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Our committee met one time during the year and requested that we 
proceed immediately with the preparation of a brochure which had been 
discussed last year and which had been approved by the committee and also by 
the Grand Lodge last year for preparation. 


This was a brochure which was to be prpared for the widow of a deceased 
Master Mason, to be presented to her at the conclusion of the burial service at 
the graveside, or at any other time thought to be more convenient. For some 
years Masons in North Carolina had concluded the burial service at the 
graveside, feeling that the severance of the lodge with the deceased member's 
family was somehow too sharp and too final. It was felt that the little widow, 
sitting there, actually knew that something good was being said about, and 
being done for, her late husband, yet she was not in emotional condition to 
appreciate its full value. 


Something was lacking and the committee last year concluded that the 
preparation of a brochure to fill this void might be in order. Accordingly, the 
committee this year found something that we believe will meet this 
requirement in a very fine way and it proceeded with the preparation of a 
little booklet entitled “Our Tribute of Love”. This brochure was actually a 
rehearsal of the graveside ceremony tastefully done in proper artistic setting 
and with an attractive page provided at the end of the pamphlet for the lodge 
to inscribe all pertinent data relative to that particular service. As the 
graveside service was concluded, or as soon thereafter as would seem to be 
practical, this pamphlet was to be presented to the widow by the lodge Master 
as he expressed his sympathy to her. 

Accordingly, 10,000 copies of this pamphlet were prepared and the 
committee agreed to send two copies of the pamphlet to each lodge in North 
Carolina, free of charge. Blue lodges were asked to examine them carefully 
and to use them appropriately for the next two funeral services to be 
conducted. After that, additional copies would be made available to each lodge 
at a cost of fifty cents (50€) each. 


Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters, and others were 
forwarded a copy of the pamphlet, together with a letter of explanation. 


The pamphlet has been widely used and has proved to be very successful. 
As of the writing of this report—March 6, 1978—over 1200 copies of the 
booklet have been requested by the lodges in North Carolina. One lodge even 
made a request for one hundred (100) copies for its use. All of this seems to be 
an indication of the fact that the pamphlet is filling a long-felt need and that it 
carries out the purpose for which it was intended, providing a tender link 
between the lodge and the family of the deceased member.

At the present time this committee has not had any requests for the 
preparation of any other booklets, or for the revision of any of the ceremonies 
now in existence. It is felt, however, thatsuch requests conceivably could come 
forth during the coming year. For this reason, therefore, we request that the 
responsibilities assigned to this committee be continued for another year, 
either by this committee, or by a new committee to be appointed by the Grand 
Master.

REPORT OF THE CODE COMMISSION 
(Docket No. 29) 


The following report of the Code Commission was received, 
entered on the record and referred to the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

We are pleased to report that we have completed the revision of THE 

CODE and hope that the Craft is satisfied with our efforts, 


We have received the following proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948, 
as revised and amended in 1977, as follows: 


Amend Section 3-01 by adding a new subsection 7. to read as follows: 
7. The Area Education Coordinators of the several Masonic areas. 


Amend Section 3-01 by adding a new subsection 8. to read as follows: 
8. District Education Chairmen of the several Masonic Districts. 


Amend Regulation 25-05 to read as follows: 


REG. 25-05. At each annual communication of the Grand Lodge, the 
Grand Treasurer shall tender each Grand Officer, Past Grand Elective 
Officer, District Deputy Grand Master and each District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer of the preceding Masonic year, and to each member of a board, 
commission or committee of the Grand Lodge, in attendance and serving as 
such, per diem and mileage incurred in attending that annual 
communication; provided, however, that any brother who may attend in more 
than one category shall receive payment for only one of them. [18-01(7); 33-13; 
Chapter 25]. 


Amend Regulation 25-05 by adding new subdivisions 1, 2 and 3to read as 
follows: 

1. The amount of per diem and mileage shall be determined by the 
Committee on Finance and approved by the Board of General Purposes prior 
to each annual communication. 

2. the following limitations shall be followed: 

A. Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters shall be paid per diem 
for no more than three days. 

B. Boards, Committees and Commissions that meet during the annual 
communication shall be paid per diem for no more than two days. 

C. Boards, Committees and Commissions that do not meet during the 
annual communication shall be paid per diem for no more than one day. 

D. District Deputy Grand Masters, District Deputy Grand Lecturers, 
District Education Chairmen and Area Education Co-ordinators shall be paid 
per diem for no more than one day. . 
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3. Those attending the annual communication of the Grand Lodge who 
may be entitled to payment of their expenses shall have their statements 
approved by the Grand Master of by his representative designated for that 
purpose before presenting them to the Grand Treasurer for payment. (33-13). 


Amend Regulation 33-13 to read as follows: 

REG. 33-13. The actual and necessary expenses of the several boards, 
commissions and committees rendering service incurred by them in the 
performance of their duties shall be paid by the Grand Lodge, but not unless 
they are approved by the Grand Master or his representative designated for 
that purpose. No member of a board, commission or committee shall receive 
compensation for his services as such member except as provided by law, nor 
shall he receive expenses as such member, and in addition thereto receive per 
diem and mileage in any other capacity for attendance at the Grand Lodge. 
[18-01(7); 25-05; 35-03; Chapter 25]. 


Amend Regulation 49-03 by adding a new subdivision 21 to read as follows: 

21. Authorize, sponsor, sanction, hold, conduct or permit to be held in the 
name of Masonry any meeting or gathering, for business, social, or any other 
purpose where alcoholic beverages are permitted, served and/or consumed. 


Amend Chapter 90 by adding Regulation 90-23 to read as follows: 

REG. 90-23. Memorial services may be conducted in lieu of a Masonic 
Burial for an eligible deceased brother ata funeral home, hall, church or other 
appropriate location upon request of the deceased or his survivors. All 
provisions applicable to Masonic Burials (90-01 through 90-22 inclusive) other 
than commitment of the body or ashes to the grave shall apply. The Masonic 
Memorial Services may consist of performance of Burial Service No. 1 or 2 
with funeral grand honors with such additions or deletions made necessary to 
adapt the service to the location. 


Amend Regulation 95-45 to read as follows: 

REG. 95-45. The design of the apron and jewel and emblem of a District 
Education Chairman shall be as follows: 

There have been several proposed amendments to THE CODE received 
by the Code Commission prior to this Annual Communication which were not 
offered by a member of this Grand Lodge. The Code Commission feels that it is 
only authorized to receive, consider and present a proposal to change THE 
CODE that has been duly proposed by a member of the Grand Lodge as set out 
in Section 3-01 of THE CODE.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 
(Docket No. 30) 


The following proposed amendments to THE CODE were 
presented by W.:.Brother Hoskin S. Bass, Master of Semper 
Fidelis Lodge No. 680, entered on the record and referred to 
the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 

Amend Regulation 30-03 to read as follows: 

REG. 30-03. Each subordinate lodge shall be entitled to the loan and use of 
not more than ten copies of the Official Standard of the Work which shall be 
received by and accounted for as follows, one copy only, to each: the Master, 
the Senior Warden, the Junior Warden, the Senior Deacon; the Junior Deacon, 
and each of the two Stewards: the remaining three copies to be temporarily 
loaned by the lodge to its members interested in learning the Work. 
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1. A lodge shall pay to the Grand Secretary the sum of $15.00 for the 
replacement of any copy of the Official Standard of the Work in its care that is 
lost or destroyed. The Grand Secretary will replace without cost to the lodge 
any copy of the Official Standard of the Work in its care that has become too 
worn for use; provided, the worn copy must be returned to the Grand 
Secretary. 


2. Any member in good standing of a subordinate lodge in this Grand 
Jurisdiction may purchase a copy of the Official Standard of the Work from 
the Grand Secretary upon payment of the sum of $15.00. Replacement of such 
copies, for whatever cause, shall be at the expense of the purchaser. 


3. A member who satisfactorily completes the examination for Certified 
Lecturer (Class A) shall be presented a copy of the Official Standard of the 
Work by the Board of Custodians. 

Amend Regulation 30-05 as follows: 

Mark the entire Regulation obsolete. 


Amend Regulation 30-06 to read as follows: 

REG. 30-06. The Board of Custodians shall have the authority, in its 
discretion and under such rules as said board may prescribe, to authorize the 
loan of one copy of the Official Standard of the Work to each of the following, 
during the time they are officially acting as such; the Grand Lodge line 
officers, the District Deputy Grand Masters, and the Certified Instructors. 

Amend Regulation 30-07(2) to read as follows: 


2. For any brother tofailor refuseto account for, or deliver up, any copy of 
the Official Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary which may have been 
receipted for by him. 


Add a new subdivision (5) to REG. 30-07 to read as follows: 


5. For any member to keep in his possession more than one copy of the 
Official Standard of the Work. If he has purchased a copy he may not accept 
the loan of an additional copy to which he may otherwise be entitled. 


RESOLUTION WITHDRAWAL 
(Docket No. 31) 

R.W..Brother Robert P. Dudley, Grand Secretary, 
announced that he had received an official request from the 
Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage, Inc. that the 
Resolution (Docket No. 12), presented earlier, be withdrawn.

FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 


The Grand Lodge was called from Refreshment to Labor at 
1:30 P.M. on Tuesday, April 18, 1978, in the Convention 
Center, Royal Villa Motor Inn, Raleigh, North Carolina by 
M.:.W.J. Earl Watson, Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina. Prayer was offered by W.'.Brother Clyde G. 
MeCarver, Grand Chaplain. 
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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 32) 


The Grand Master recognized and presented W.:.Brother 
Otto Neustadt, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Most Worshipful Past Grand Masters, 
Distinguished Guests and my Brethren: 


I invite you to consider with me today, “The Obligations of a Master 
Mason,” not only the ritual obligation but all those Masonic principles which 
the true Mason espouses, teaches, and lives by. 


Two hundred million years ago there was an enormous, tropical swamp in 
what is now the State of Arizona in the continental United States of America. 
Man did not then live upon this earth, but there were mighty forests, all 
manner of prehistoric vegetation and gigantic reptiles. 


Eons passed, whole continents moved, were sunk beneath great oceans, or 
were built up from them. Water drained away, and by that drainage and the 
erosion that followed, the vestigial remains of that prehistoric swamp again 
became visible. 


The forces of Nature have wrought inexorable changes. That which could 
not adapt to the changes vanished, or became something different. The giant 
lizards and most of the vegetation became what we now seek so desperately— 
fossil fuel—oil. 


I hold in my hand another relic of that prehistoric time. It is a piece of 
petrified wood—ancient timber changed to stone by unimaginable heat and 
pressure. Impregnated with silica, iron, and assorted chemicals, colored and 
compressed, so that such piecesas this, may be cut and polished like gems; still 
there is something unchanged about this opalized material. A thin slice under 
the microscope reveals the original cell structure. It is beautifully distinct. 
Thus we can trace its history and the tree can be identified. 


Three and one-half (34) million years ago a new and far different animal 
appeared in a far distant corner of the earth. How far and how distant we shall 
see. In 1966, one of the world's greatest anthropologists, Dr. Louis S. B. 
Leakey, working at Olduvai Gorge in East Africa, uncovered the skeleton of 
what is held by scientists to.be the oldest known human remains. The age of 
this skeleton has been established, just as the age ob the petrified wood has 
been established, by the carbon dating process. The carbon dating process is 
(in brief) the measurement of radioactive decay—radioactive carbon being, or 
having been, a part of everything that ever lived upon the earth. 


Dr. Leakey named this comparatively recent addition to the life forms of 
earth "Homo Habilis", meaning "Man with ability." 


What made him "able"? Three things: 1. An opposed thumb whereby he 
could achieve manual dexterity. 2. A brain, which could remember what had 
been, relate it to what was "now" and imagine or project what would be. 3. 
Because of the first two; an insatiable desire to change things to his benefit— 
or what he thought would be to his benefit! 


Homo Habilis proved his ability. He was the world's first tool maker. 
Tools of black volcanic glass (2,000,000 years old), notably, the hand axe, were 
used by First man (named in the Old Testament as ADAM). These were at 
first, a crudely rounded, palm sized rock—later a delicately chipped form— 
fitting the hand, with an edge on one end and a point on the other. 


Still later, that ancient craftsman squatting in the cave mouth, thinking 
with the brain given him by that Supreme Intelligence which pervades all 
Nature, thought to himself "I can make it better—I can make it better!", and 
he tied a handle on it! Centuries later the Greek physicist, Archimedes would 
voice the principle of leverage involved: “Give me a fulcrum, and a long 
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enough lever and I will move the world!” And that's what Habilis did, and 
"men of ability" have been doing it ever since. As Habilis developed tools and 
became more and more dangerous, he also began to develop ethics and 
safeguards. 


Because men of ability soon began to appreciate the dangers as well asthe 
benefits of “moving the world” (the exercise of power), they found they must 
have a means of controlling power. So rules, laws (CODES OF ETHICS) for 
governing the family, the clan, the tribe, the village and the state slowly 
evolved. Unfortunately, there is no carbon dating process for memory. We 
have legends— which may or may not be history —we have traditions which 
may run clear back to tribal customs, butour only proveable research into the 
ethics of man lies in his written history. 


Hammurabi, King of Babylon(2,000 B.C.) enunciated one of the early 
beginnings of law aimed at the protection of the weak and the needy. He had 
engraved, on a pillar of black diorite more than seven feet high, the 
Hammurabic Code, encompassing more than 4,000 lines of writing, ending 
with: "Law and Justice I established in the land, and promoted the welfare of 
the people." 


While far removed from equal justice before the law, as we conceive it 
today, the Hammurabic Code is cited as the same kind of "beginning" as the 
tree in Árizona, or the hand axe, in Kenya. It is cited as a milestone in man's 
ever striving to the end "I can make it better." 


Some 600 years later, (1400 B.C.) Moses, the law giver, codified the laws of 
the Hebrew people—613 statutes, covering the entire requirements of the 
priesthood, the community and the individual. 


The encyclopedia says: "There is so much breadth and suggestiveness in 
the laws that bear his name, his moral statutes being at the basis of modern 
civilization, although promulgated 3,000 years ago, that he continues a 
familiar and fascinating figure to all eyes." And moreespecially my Brethren, 
to the eyes of the Fraternity of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons! 


In 429 B.C. the Greek philosopher Plato propounded the concept that 
man, himself, is essentially a microcosm, as the universe in miniature, and 
further asserted that morality is inherent in nature. 


In 384 B.C. the Greek philosopher, Aristotle, made a most remarkable 
analysis of the various forms of virtue and vice. His ethical writings have 
perhaps more profoundly affected common speech and thought than those of 
any other writer, and to a large extent have become a part of the moral common 
sense of civilized society. 


The word ETHICS comes from the Greek word ETHOS, whose foremost 
definition is custom, manners and habit; and whose secondary meaning is 
character, that which reveals what a man really is. 


In his writings on ethics, Aristotle uses the word largely in its secondary 
sense, and states his view that a man reveals what he is, through what he does. 
He defines principles of truth, justice, morality, prudence, strength and 
beauty—where, Brethren, have we heard those principles explained? 


ETHICS, therefore, is the study of character, of the moral element in 
human nature. It is the study of action in terms of self perfection. 


In 1215 A.D., another landmark appears. The great Charter of 
England—“Magna Carta"—says in part: “No free man shall be captured or 
imprisoned or dissiezed or outlawed or in any way destroyed. ..... ..... ..... except 
by the lawful judgment of his peers and by the law of the land." And further: 
“To no one will we deny or delay Right of Justice." 

In 1390 the oldest known written document of the Masonic Fraternity 
appears and is entitled "A Poem of Moral Duties." The title is deceptive and 
caused this priceless writing to be unknown to the Craft until its discovery in 
the British Museum by James O. Halliwell in 1831. 
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Here we find that Masons are enjoined to: Reverence for Diety, Brotherly 
Love, Keep the secrets of a Brother, attend the meetings of the Craft when 
summoned, neither murder nor offer personal violence, not to cheat; wrong or 
defraud a Brother, not to commit adultery, to aid and assist a Brother in time 
of need. HERE WE FIND, PLAINLY STATED, THE BASIC 
OBLIGATIONS OF A MASTER MASON. 


Finally, in the long evolution of Ethics, we come toour own Declaration of 
Independence which states: “we hold these truths to be self-evident, that all 
men are created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness. That to secure these Rights, Governments are instituted among 
men; deriving their just powers from the consent of the governed." And the first 
ten Amendments to the Constitution of the United States, popularly known as 
the “Bill of Rights", detail the foremost of "these truths." 


I have this afternoon attempted to provide a glimpse of the evolution of 
ethics and law, by the human race, over 2 million years to this moment. Just as 
the ancient tree changed in character and was developed by the Craftsman 
into a gemstone, so Homo Habilis developed into Homo Sapiens. From man 
with ability, to man with knowledge. He used that knowledge. Man developed 
as his tools developed; from the hand axe to missiles propelled to the moon and 
the stars; and from his savage practice of "Might is Right" to the "Bill of 
Rights" for all men under our Constitution. 


If we were now to attempt to set forth one set of principles which would 
embody all those moral laws so painfully evolved over the centuries—one 
single pronouncement, like the one single gemstone, what do you think it 
would be? Perhaps the one which will come first to your minds will be “The 
Ten Commandments" contained in the Laws of Moses. There are, however, 
other writings which express still more of the rules of Ethics which our 
civilization and our Fraternity embrace. 


If we glean the fundamentals from the writings of Hammurabi; the Law 
of Moses; and from the Greek philosophers, we find the roots from whence 
grew the Laws of Magna Carta, the morality of the Regious Poem and the 
Constitution of the United States. 


If we laid these writings out, side by side, upon a table, some might be 
astonished at the similarity between them. Yet— why should it be astonishing? 
Does not a man always learn from other men?—and do not good men attempt 
to "make it better?" 


For me, the compendium of all ethical principles developed by man to this 
date is found in the lectures and the obligations of Freemasonry. 


My Brethren HERE is what Speculative Masonry is all about: To "Make 
Masons” is the work of every Lodge, and in carrying out that work, the officers 
of the Lodge expand, break down into parts, rephrase and inculcate the 
following statement in the mind and heart of every candidate for the degrees. 


"Freemasonry, a beautiful system of Morality veiled in allegory and 
illustrated by symbols! The most ancient society in the world; its principles 
are based on pure morality, its ethics are the ethics of pure religion; its 
doctrines the doctrines of Brotherly Love; and its sentiments the sentiments of 
exalted benevolence. It encourages all that is good, kind and charitable; and 
reproves all that is vicious, cruel and oppressive." 


Brethren, in the beginning of this address, I used the metaphor of a 
gemstone made from primeval wood to compare the evolution of physical 
things with the evolution of ethical or spiritual things. 

In concluding, I submit that the exposition of "Freemasonry", which I 
have just quoted, is the condensation, the essence, the GEMSTONE OF 
ETHICS. To forget it, to ignore it, to betray it, is to forget, ignore, betray, the 
finest principles evolved by man since he first considered CHARACTER. But 
to remember it, to teach it, to be faithful to it, is to be worthy of the Badge of a 
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Mason. That symbol of Purity was presented each of usat initiation. When we 
wear it worthily, when we impress the Mason's mark upon the world in which 
we live, when we “make it better”, then, and only then, do we deserve to hear 
the Master's words, "My Brother you there stand asa just and upright Mason." 
RA and only then, do we FULFILL the OBLIGATION of a MASTER

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 33) 


M.:.W.:.J. Earl Watson, Grand Master of Masons in North 
. Carolina, delivered the following report, which was referred 
to the Board of General Purposes.

We extend to these guests 
a warm and hearty welcome and hope their stay will be 
educational and rewarding. 


It is my sincere hope that this Communication, with the 
effort of every Brother present, will be harmoniously 
productive. 


This year, serving as your Grand Master, has been the most 
rewarding experience of my entire Masonic life. Ithas been an 
honor to serve over 72,000 Brother Masons. 


My theme has been to restore “Dignity to Masonry" to all 
Appendant Bodies and Rites with a continued "unity" and to 
urge all brethren to attend their Blue Lodges regularly. My 
Brother, your Lodge needs your attendance. This is needed to 
increase and improve Blue Lodge activity and to increase 
membership as it should be. 

I have tried in every district meeting to encourage all 
Masons in attendance to support DeMolay, Rainbow Girls, 
Amaranth, White Shrine, etc., and to assist our youth of today 
in all their programs for progress and to help build leaders for 
tomorrow.

(three for new Masonic Temples and one for the Apex Town 
Hall); two of these Emergent Communications were for the 
purpose of dedicating new Masonic Temples; and one 
Emergent Communication was for the purpose of installing 
the appointive Grand Lodge Officers. The Grand Secretary's 
Report will list these Communications. 
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PERMANENT CHANGE OF LOCATION 


In compliance with Regulation 48-02(3) of The Code, I 
approved on March 8, 1978 the permanent change of location 
of Providence Lodge No. 678, A. F. & A. M., Columbia, North 
Carolina. 

ORDER NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary's office that 
Fairmont Lodge No. 528 elected Brother Marcus Resser Smith to 
membership and restored Brother Hansard Strand Lewis to membership on 
July 11, 1977, which was not the date of a stated communication of the lodge. 


The ballots taken on July 11, 1977 to elect Brother Smith to membership 
and to restore Brother Lewis to membership are clearly illegal under the 
positive language of Regulation 76-01 of The Code and are, therefore, NULL 
and VOID. 

Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a reballot and grant a dispensation to Fairmont 
Lodge No. 528 to ballot again on the applications of Brothers Marcus Resser 
Smith and Hansard Strand Lewis at the stated communication to be held on 
September 5, 1977. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be 
held on August 1, 1977, entered on the minutes of that communication and a 
proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for the emergent 
communication at which the illegal ballots were taken (July 11, 1977) 
referring to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes.

North Carolina, this fifteenth day of July, 1977. 


ORDER NO. 2 


To the Masters, Wardens and Members of All Subordinate Lodges of 

Mecklenburg County: 

It has been called to my attention that some lodges are holding parties, 
dances, games of chance, and some are even advertising, "bring your own 
bottle," to the lodges for drinking parties. 

To you my brethren, what has happened to the principles you have been 
taught in Masonry? 

May I refer you to Chapter No. 66, Page 149, Regulation No. 66-01 of The 
Code of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

That any officer or member of a subordinate lodge, guilty of un-Masonic 
conduct, misconduct, neglect, unlawful act of commission, or for serious or 
flagrant ommission in the performance of his official duties or for conduct 
which would bring reproach upon the brethren or the Craft, “will be removed 
from his office or commission". 

It is my order that this notice will be read by the Master or the Secretary 
at the next three (3) consecutive stated meetings, and entered intothe minutes 
of the Secretary's record for the Grand Master's inspection, at his discretion 
for his approval. 

I earnestly solicit your cooperation in this order and hope this type of 
action will not be brought to my attention again.

ORDER NO. 3 


To the Master, Wardens and Members of Lexington Lodge No. 473, 
Lexington, North Carolina: 
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Lexington Lodge No. 473 has violated The Code of The Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina by invading the jurisdiction of Spencer Lodge No. 543, 
Spencer, North Carolina, by receiving and acting upon petitions from Mosel 
Smith Beane and James Wesley Williams, Jr., without proper waiver; 
therefore, violating Reg. 48-16 of The Code. 

Therefore, under Reg. 48-16, these two candidates or members will 
remain material of Lexington Lodge No. 473 as degrees are completed and 
under the same Reguation, Lexington Lodge No. 473 will pay to Spencer 
Lodge No. 543, the sum of $150.00 ($75.00 each). 

Lexington Lodge No. 473 will, in their annual return to the Grand Lodge, 
report Brother Beane and Brother Williams and shall pay the Initiation Fee 
and Charity Fee for both brethren. 

Lexington Lodge No. 473 shall report to the Grand Master when they 
have paid Spencer Lodge No. 543 the $150.00 due them. 

This order shall be read at the next Stated Communication and 
immediate action taken thereon. 

Failure to adhere to this order will result in loss of Charter.

ORDER NO. 4 


On November 15, 1977, the Illustrious Potentate of Oasis Temple, 
Worshipful Brother Shutt Hartman, forwarded you a letter in regard to your 
Shrine Club raffling of a “Beautiful 1978 Mark V" automobile. This letter was 
composed by myself, Brother Julian Helms and Brother Calvin Gaddy. The 
letter was in compliance with THE CODE of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina which governs the activities of all Masons, as well as all Appendant 
Bodies in North Carolina. 

From all the information furnished me, and by personal encounter, I find 
that the raffling of this automobile is in direct violation of THE CODE, 
Section 97-02, Paragraph 31 (copy of which is enclosed for your information). 

I, therefore, order the following: 

1. The project of raffling this car shall cease immediately. 

2. The automobile must be immediately disposed of. 

3. All monies must be refunded to those persons who purchase 
tickets insofar as possible. 

4. Any and all profits shall be sent to the Crippled Childrens 
Hospital. 

I suggest that you give this matter your immediate and prayerful 
consideration and not jeopardize the good name of the Asheville Shrine Club 
nor Oasis Temple. As a Mason and a Shriner, I know that you would not do 
anything intentionally which might bring disgrace upon Masonry or the 
Shrine. 

I know that I can count on you for full compliance, and I look forward toan 
immediate reply that this order has been completely complied with. 

Given under my hand and seal this the 31st day of January, 1978. 


ORDER NO. 5 


On the 15th day of November, 1977, your predecessor in office, Illustrious 
Shutt Hartman, directed a letter to Brother Clayton Jackson, President of the 
Asheville Shrine Club, ordering the Asheville Shrine Club members to cease 
the sale of tickets for the lottery of a 1978 Mark V Continental Automobile and 
directing him to “proceed immediately to refund to each person who 
purchased a ticket the amount they paid for the ticket”; to make every effort to 
return all monies to everyone who purchased a ticket; and “after this has been 
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accomplished, any monies left over will be donated to the Greenville Shrine 
Hospital." 

This order of the Potentate of Oasis Temple was ignored by the Asheville 
Shrine Club; therefore, on the 31st day of January, 1978, I issued an order as 
Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, under my hand and seal as Grand 
Fria to Mr. Clayton Jackson, President of the Asheville Shrine Club as 
ollows: 


1. The project of raffling this car shall cease immediately. 
2. The automobile must be immediately disposed of. 


3. All monies must be refunded to those persons who purchased 
tickets insofar as possible. 
4. Any and all profits shall be sent to the Crippled Childrens 
Hospital. 
I have been informed by the Chief Rabban of Oasis Temple, Noble Charles 
O. Van Gorder, II, that the foregoing order was read and discussed ata 
meeting of the Asheville Shrine Club, at which meeting Noble Van Gorder 
installed the officers of the Asheville Shrine Club for 1978, and that the 
Asheville Shrine Club thereafter conducted a drawing and gave the 
automobile to the holder of the "lucky ticket". 


My order as Grand Master was ignored by Brother Jackson and the 
Asheville Shrine Club. The conduct of Brother Jackson and the Asheville 
Shrine Club exemplifies an arrogant contempt of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina and especially the Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, which 
cannot be brushed aside. 

It is my intention to take appropriate Masonic action in due time against 
the individuals who master-minded and directed this activity in violation of 
the Laws of the State of North Carolina and the Constitution and Regulations 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina [Reg. 97-02(31)]; but in the meantime, 
the Asheville Shrine Club must suffer the consequences of its disdainful and 
insolent conduct. 


To this end, I hereby ORDER and DIRECT: 
1. That you forthwith revoke the Charter of the Asheville Shrine 
Club. 


2. That you, as Potentate of Oasis Temple, take possession of the 
books, records, monies and other tangible and intangible assets, if 
any, belonging to the Asheville Shrine Club as provided by Shrine 
Imperial Law. 

3. That the Corporate Charter of the Asheville Shrine Club, Inc. be 
dissolved as soon as reasonably possible. 

Given under my hand and seal at Mount Airy, North Carolina, this the 
27th day of February, 1978. 


ORDER NO. 6 


In order to reduce expenses at the Annual Communication, the 
Committee on Finance has made certain recommendations. The Board of 
General Purposes considered these recommendations and unanimously 
endorsed the same. I, therefore, order that the following limitations be 
followed: 

1. Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters shall not be paid for 
more than three (3) nights lodging, plus mileage and meals. 

2. Boards, Committees and Commissions that meet during the Annual 
Communication shall not be paid for more than two (2) nights lodging, plus 
mileage and meals. 

3. Boards, Committees and Commissions that do not meet during the 
Annual Communication shall not be paid for more than one( l)night's lodging, 
plus mileage and meals. 
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4. District Deputy Grand Masters, Distriet Deputy Grand Lecturers, 
District Education Chairmen and Area Education Co-ordinators shall not be 
paid for more than one (1) night's lodging, plus mileage and meals. 


Given under my hand and seal at Mount Airy, North Carolina, this 10th 
day of February, 1978. 

OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 

This is in reply to your question regarding a social gathering to recognize 
a man in your community that you say deserves recognition for his 
contribution to society. Since this man is not a member of the Craft (Profane), 
my official opinion is that no non-Mason can be recognized by a Lodge as a 
Masonic function. 

I would like to refer you to the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, 1955 issue, to page 90, opinion t 3; the 1959 issue, page 108, opinion # 
25; page 111, opinion & 29, which refers you to the Code Constitution and 
Regulations of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, to chapter # 16, regulation 
16-04, subsection 9, also to chapter 8 68-08 and 95-08; the first two lines of 
which are self explanatory. I hope this will be the answer to your request. 


I would suggest that if your Lodge has money to spend on a function of this 


nature that your Lodge send contributions to our two institutions, namely 
Oxford Orphanage and Masonic and Eastern Star Home, honoring him in this 
manner. These two great institutions deserve all the effort put forth by all 
Lodges to support them and I feel that this action would be greatly 
appreciated by all concerned. I hope you and your Lodge have a great year, as I 
remain. 


PHYSICAL DISABILITY 
Through the investigation of the District Deputy Grand 
Masters, I found that most petitioners presented no problem in 
receiving the degrees and I approved most all physical 
disability petitions for reception by the Lodges.

Three dispensations were granted to lodges to hold 
meetings while charters were being refurbished and 
photographed.

I recommend the continuation of the 1987, Grand Lodge 
Bicentennial Committee to prepare the ground work for the 
observance of the Bicentennial and that the escrow account be 
increased each year for the purpose of defraying the cost of the 
Bicentennial. 


I recommend that all proceeds from the sale of “Launching 
the Craft” be set aside in the above recommended escrow 
account. 


I recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the transfer of 
$19,000.00 from the Special Contingency Reserve Fund as 
recommended by the Committee on Finance.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 35) 


The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
delivered by W.:.Brother William E. Fulmer, Chairman, and 
entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the past year the Grand Lodge of North Carolina has suffered the 
loss of 1,396 brethren by death. Each one of these brothers is a great loss to 
Masonry. Each has been loved in life and mourned in death. Worshipful 
Brother Fred F. Harding, Grand Tyler Emeritus of the Grand Lodge of 
Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina, was one of this 
number. Most Worshipful Brother Robert L. Pugh, Past Grand Master, will 
now present our memorial tribute to Brother Harding. 


FREDERICK FARLEY HARDING 


Had the Supreme Architect of the Universe granted Fred Harding only 
four more months of life, this beloved Mason would have been exactly one 
hundred years old when he died. He was born November 2, 1877 in Raleigh 
and he died—likewise—on July 26, 1977, almost a centenarian. It is doubtful 
that anyone would challenge the statement that he was one of the most beloved 
Masons in North Carolina because more than three generations of Masons 
were privileged to know him and to labor in the quarries with him, having 
been a Master Mason for a period of 78 years and having served as Grand 
Tyler of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina for a period of 38 years. For 38 
years he sat at the door of the Grand Lodge greeting each member as he came 
forward to pass inspection for his entrance. 


He was raised to the Sublime Degree October 13, 1899 in William G. Hill 
Lodge No. 218, but about two months after that he demitted from this lodge in 
order to become a charter member of Raleigh Lodge No. 500 which was being 
formed at that time. During his Masonic lifetime he was the proud recipient of 
all of the awards offered by our Grand Lodge; namely; The 25-year award 
which he received in 1941; the50-year award, or Veteran's Emblem, which he 
received in 1949; the 60-year Diamond Jubilee Award which he received in 
1962 and finally he became the happy recipient of a special award created by 
the Grand Lodge for Master Masons with a membership of 75 years. This he 
received in 1974. He had also received the coveted Joseph Montfort Award 
presented to him in 1970. Thus, let Masons everywhere speak proudly of the 
Masonic honors that they have received and the awards and recognitions that 
have been bestowed upon them, but Fred Harding could say: “I have had them 
all”. 


He was appointed Grand Tyler in 1938 and served continuously in that 
office until April 1976, when he resigned for reasons of health. The Grand 
Lodge recognized his many faithful years of continuous service by bestowing 
upon him the title “Grand Tyler Emeritus”. 


Fred was very active in his blue lodge for a period of at least 73 years, but 
even after this he attended on special occasions. He also served his lodge as its 
treasurer for over 40 years. He was its Master in 1902 and 1903 and in 1924 his 
lodge elected him to life membership. Fred Harding was alwaysa very active 
and industrious individual. After his high school training in Raleigh, he 
became an apprentice in the machine shops of the Seaboard Railroad and he 
worked there for a period of sixteen years, until the shops burned, at which 
time Fred transferred to Portsmouth, Virginia with the railroad. 

In 1910, he went to Panama and worked on construction of the canal for 
eight months. While there, however, he said that he would rather die in the 
United States and thus he returned to Raleigh where he continued in active 
employment until his retirement. 
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He was notonly active in his Masonic work, but he was equally enthusiastic 
about his church affiliation. For many years he was a ruling elder of the First 
Presbyterian Church in Raleigh and Sunday after Sunday after Sunday he 
served as a greeter for the morning worship service in that church. The story 
is told that on one Sunday morning he was unable to attend because of illness 
and when one family arrived at the church door and saw that Brother Fred 
was not in his accustomed place of greeting the little girl said to her parents, 
refusing toenter the church, and whimpering to her Mother, "It's no need to go 
to church today; God's not here!" This was an excellent illustration of his 
fidelity to his responsibilities and of the great love which people had for him. 


In later years when he was asked what he thought of Freemasonry, he 
very emphatically replied: "It's a wonderful organization and if all members 
would live up to their Masonic obligations, they would change the whole world 
for the better." And always he would advise newly-raised Master Masons to 
“pay attention to the obligations and the lectures, note their significance, and 
take their lessons to heart". 

His keen sense of responsibility for those for whom he had a deep concern 
is excellently illustrated by a fact that is not generally known and that is that 
Brother Fred and a sister, together, raised five children of another sister and 
her husband after the two parents died at an early age. 


‘On the occasion of his 95th birthday his niece held an open house in his 
honor and over 300 persons came by during the day to pay their respects to 
*Mr. Fred", as he was affectionately known to many. Among these were 
Grand Lodge Officers, Past Grand Masters, and other Masons to whom he had 
become a familiar and much loved figure. In addition, there were the scores 
upon scores of friends from every walk of life; young, old, and all ages in 
between. 

Surely, in this tribute, we would be derelict if we failed to pay tribute to 
the one person who helped him so much during these years and without whom 
he would not have been able to fulfill his duties. We refer to his good wife, who 
was affectionately known all through the years as “Nell”. If we were capable of 
painting the picture that would embody all of those beautiful virtues of 
faithfulness, loyalty, love, devotion, attention and inspiration, we would find 
them all beautifully illustrated and symbolized in a portrait of this beloved 
Grand Tyler's faithful wife, Nell Harding. And so, while we pay homage to 
him, we, at the same time, would express an equal debt of gratitude to his 
beloved wife. 


Surely in his unsurpassed record, both in length of years and in the 
quality of service which he rendered during those years, we honor, respect, 
love, and memorialize him for his contribution to Masonry and to all mankind. 
We shall not see his like again. 


Our thanks to you, Most Worshipful Brother Pugh. 


Since the last Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina, we have lost our senior Past Grand Master, 
Most Worshipful Brother J. Edward Allen. Most Worshipful 
Brother Charles A. Harris, Grand Secretary Emeritus, and 
Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina will now 
present our memorial tribute to Brother J. Edward Allen. 


JOHN EDWARD ALLEN 


John Edward Allen was born in Warrenton, North Carolina on March21, 
1887, and departed this life on January 9, 1978. He was the son of Eugene S. 
Allen and the families of his antecedents came to the Warrenton area about 
1725, chiefly from Virginia. Names of those antecedents are represented in 
ki H of the American Revolution, the War of 1812, and the War Between 
the States. 
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Brother Allen was educated in Warrenton High School, and in Wake 
Forest University, which in 1908 awarded him the degree of M.A. He also was 
a graduate student at Harvard and Columbia Universities. In his formal 
education much attention was given to the Humanities. 


He was a high school teacher for twelve years, and a school administrator 
for 29 years. His area of special study was English literature. 


Brother Allen became a member of the Warrenton Baptist Church in 
1898 and was still a member of that church at the time of his passing. He 
began teaching Bible classes in 1908 and still taught the Allen Bible Class, 
which was named for his father, as long as he was physically able. For 19 years 
he was Moderator of the Tar River Baptist Association of some fifty churches, 
and served for one year as vice-president of the Baptist State Convention of 
North Carolina. He served as Deacon of the church for a decade, and was a 
pioneer in the movement of Organized Bible Classes. He was the Historian of 
his church at the time of his death. 


John Edward Allen became a Master Mason in Johnston-Caswell Lodge 
No. 10 on November 10, 1908. He was Master of his lodge in 1912, and served 
as District Deputy Grand Master in 1914. He was the Foreign Correspondent 
and reviewer for the Grand Lodge, the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, 
and the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar for about 25 years, 
beginning in 1922. 


Not long after I became a Mason in February, 1924, my lodge received a 
copy of Brother Allen's Reviews for 1923 of the Proceedings of other Grand 
Lodges, which were published in a separate volume from our Proceedings. He 
was an extremely gifted writer, and I could hardly wait each year for our 
lodge to receive the current copy of his Reviews. I have read the Reviews of 
many other Fraternal Correspondents of other Grand Lodges over the years 
as well as of our own Grand Lodge, but have never read any so interesting, so 
easy to read, as those written by Brother Allen. 


Brother Allen was somewhat of an innovator. Long before he became 
Grand Master he was interested in the smaller Bodies of Masonry and made 
numerous trips to all parts of the United States and Canada, and several trips 
to Europe to receive degrees and other honors. He was a founding member 
and a Past Sovereign Grand Master of the Allied Masonic Degrees of the 
United States of America. He was Past Grand Preceptor, Great Priory of 
America, of the Holy Royal Arch Knight Templar Priests, having been 
initiated in Newcastle, England in 1935. He became a member of the Knight 
Masons of Ireland, and was a founder of Harp, Cross & Eagle Council No. 28 of 
Knight Masons in North Carolina, after having been initiated in Dublin, also 
in 1935. In 1932 he became a founding member of the North Carolina College, 
Societas Rosicruciana In Civitatibus Foederatis, and served as Chief Adept 
for many years. In 1937 he served as Grand. Master General of the Convent 
General, Knights of the York Crossof Honour of the United States of America, 
after having served as Prior of Lily of The Valley Priory No. 1 in 1935. He was 
a member of and a Past Great Prior of the Great Priory of America, 
Chevaliers Bienfaisants de la Cite Saint having been initiated in this Order in 
Paris. Founding member and Past Grand Chancellor of the Grand College of 
Rites, of the U. S. A. Past Presidentof The Guild of Fraternal Correspondents 
of Royal Arch Masons in the U. S. and Canada. He was a Past Sovereign of St. 
John of Patmos Conclave of the Red Cross of Constantine. Past Director of the 
New Bern Court, Royal Order of Jesters. He was also a member of the Royal 
Order of Scotland, and of the Society of Blue Friars. He was an Honorary 
member of 31 lodges, 14 Royal Arch Chapters, seven Councils of R. & S. 
Masters, eight Commanderies of Knights Templar and two Shrine Temples. 
He was also an Honorary Member of Research Lodge No. 200, of Dublin, 
Ireland. He was also a member and Past President of the North Carolina 
Society of the Sons of the American Revolution. 
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He was a member of the Board of Directorsof the North Carolina Sehools 
for the Blind and Deaf at Raleigh and was President of this Board for three 
years. He was a member of the Board of Trustees of Wake Forest University 
for nineteen years, and a Professor in the Summer Faculty for two years. He 
was the owner of a vast private Library, and was the Chairman of the Grand 
Lodge Committee on Library for several years. 


Brother Allen was married to Miss Sue Council Broom in 1921. She died 
in 1967. There are two daughters and one son. 


I came to know Brother Allen personally in September, 1939, when he 
held a District meeting in Oxford. My lodge was having problems atthat time 
and in my report to the District meeting I mentioned some of those problems. 
Later that night Brother Allen asked me to accompany him to Spruce Pine the 
next day for a District meeting, which I did, and I received valuable 
suggestions from him and from Brother John H. Anderson, P.G.M., the grand 
Secretary. I also accompanied Brother Allen on several other trips that year 
as he came through my home town on his way to meetings in the central and 
western parts of the State. Through him I met many wonderful people, and I 
will be forever indebted to him and tothem for their friendshipover the years. 


Brother Allen's life touched so many people. The very large number of 
Masons and other friends who attended his funeral on a blustery day in 
January is ample proof of the fact that he was known and loved by countless 
hundreds of people. It was altogether fitting and proper that his graveside 
services should be conducted by an Officer of the Grand Lodge, and that the 
most beautiful portion of that ceremony was written by Brother Allen 
himself, as a reference to the 1940 Proceedings of the Grand Lodge will show- 
that he not only suggested a complete revision of this graveside service but he 
prepared the revision himself. 


Brother Allen wrote many beautiful articles in his later years, most of 
them of a religious nature, and I was the fortunate recipient of many of these 
fine writings. One in particular reminded us of the Old Testament Prophet 
Job, who had so long been blessed with every material blessing, only to find 
himself sorely afflicted with all that can befall a human being. Many centuries 
ago the man Job sat with his companions and uttered the age-old question, “If 
a man die, shall he live again?” This was also the subject of one of Brother 
Allen's writings, and our recent observance of the Easter Season, when all 
Christendom observes the Resurrection and seeks answers to many questions, 
there in the forefront is the question raised by Job, “If a man die, shall he live 
again?” In the article Brother Allen wrote, he asked “If there be a design in 
this world in which we live, there must also be a Designer. Who can behold the 
unexplained mysteries of the universe without believing that there isa design 
for all mankind, and also a Designer.” 


Just a few weeks ago President Carter delivered the eulogy for the funeral 
of the late Senator Humphrey. He quoted from Mahatma Gandi's list of the 
seven most grievous sins in the world: “wealth without work, pleasure without 
conscience, knowledge without character, commerce without morality, 
science without humanity, worship without sacrifice, and politics without 
principle.” The President went on to say about Senator Humphrey, and I now 
say it about Brother Allen, that he may have sinned in the eyes of God, as we all 
do, but in the eyes of Mahatma Gandi, John Edward Allen was without sin. 


Thank you, Most Worshipful Brother Harris. 


It has been said that the death of the human body is the saddest and yet the 
most glorious incident in human life—saddest, because of the extreme shock 
to those loved ones who are left behind—saddest, because of the repulsiveness 
of the coffin and the grave marked so indelibly on the human mind. Butdeath 
of the body is most glorious because the departed is freed from the dangers, 
sorrows, afflictions as well as the strife and battles incident to the flesh— 
glorious, because hope spans the grave, and the strong grip of the Lion's Paw 
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of the Tribe of Judah will finally triumph. Itis glorious, too, beacuse *we know 
that if our earthly house of this tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building 
of God, a house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens." (II Corinthians 
5:1.) Masonry recognizes that only the bodies of our departed brothers have 
passed away, and "Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was: and the 
spirit shall return unto God who gave it." 


As we look around us today, we behold the vacant places of our departed 
brothers whose presence was so familiar to us in the past. It is to their memory 
we offer our tribute of love. We do not think of them as mouldering in their 
graves, but renewed and resurrected spirits now abiding in God's eternal 
presence. 


Death, be not proud, though some have called thee 
Mighty and dreadful, for thou art not so; 

For those, whom thou think'st thou dost overthrow, 
Die not, poor Death, not yet canst thou kill me. 


One short sleep past, we wake eternally, 
And Death shall be no more; Death, thou shalt die. (John Donne) 


Worshipful Brother Clyde G. McCarver, Grand Chaplain, 
will now close our memorial service with prayer.

The budget for the year ending December 31, 1977, has been carefully 
examined and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in keeping 
with our budget. An audit has been made for this budget period, and a copy 


will be included in this report. 


We have consulted the Board of Directors of the North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation, Inc., and can report they have transferred to Oxford Orphanage 
and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home $44,500.00 each during the past 
calendar year. We recommend the income for the Foundation continue to be 
contributed directly to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern 


Star Home. 
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The Committee on Charity has recommended that the Grand Lodge 
increase the contribution from the Charity Fund to Oxford Orphanage and 
the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in the amount of $3,000.00 each, making 
a total contribution to each institution of $10,000.00 each. After careful 
consideration, we recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home, and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $10,000.00 each, 
thus making a total appropriation to each institution in the amount of 
$18,000.00. Should the amount paid from the Foundation to the institutions be 
less than $40,000.00 each, we recommend that the Charity Fund of the Grand 
Lodge pay such other amounts, in addition to the above $10,000.00 each, as 
may be deemed necessary to insure the institutions shall receive a combined 
total minimum of $55,000.00 each during this calendar year. 

We recommend the Grand Master and the Committee on Finance review 
the General Fund authorizing the surplus funds, in their discretion, be 
transferred to the Grand Lodge Building Reserve Account and/or the 1987 
Grand Lodge Bicentennial Escrow Account. 


We recommend that The Code be amended at Regulation 25-05 to provide 
for the payment of per diem and mileage in lieu of actual expenses incurred in 
attending the Annual Communication. A copy of the proposed amendment is 
included in the Report of the Code Commission. 


In compliance with the recommendation of the Committee on Finance, 
which was adopted at the 1975 Annual Communication, we recommend that 
$19,000.00 be transferred from the Special Contingency Reserve Fund to the 
General Fund of the Grand Lodge. 

We recommend the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best interest of 
the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give written 
authorization for the budget to be exceeded by any department, agency or 
office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein provided for, within 
availability of funds.

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Lecturer of the preceding Masonic year, and to each member of a board, 
commission or committee of the Grand Lodge, in attendance and serving as 
such, per diem and mileage incurred in attending that annual 
communication; provided, however, that any brother who may attend in more 
than one category shall receive payment for only one of them.

Chapter 25].

Lecturer (Class A) shall be presented a copy of the Official Standard of the 
Work by the Board of Custodians.

REG. 30-06. The Board of Custodians shall have the authority, in its 
discretion and under such rules as said board may prescribe, to authorize the 
loan of one copy of the Official Standard of the Work to each of the following, 
during the time they are officially acting as such; the Grand Lodge line 
officers, the District Deputy Grand Masters, and the Certified Instructors. 
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Amend Regulation 30-07(2) to read as follows: 


2. For any brother to fail or refuse to account for, or deliver up, any copy of 
the Official Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary which may have been 
receipted for by him.

3. In the matter of the Petition for Restoration of Magnus Henry Wheeler 
to the rights and privileges of Masonry.

A 
true copy of the petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner 
seeks restoration was served on Pendleton Lodge No. 524, A. F. & A. M, in 
accordance with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than 
ninety days before this Annual Communication, and no petition has been 
presented to the Grand Lodge in opposition to granting restoration to the 
petitioner under the provisions of Regulation 109-07. After a careful 
examination and study of the record in this matter, your Committee is of the 
opinion that the applicant is worthy of restoration and recommends that the 
Grand Lodge restore Magnus Henry Wheeler to all the rights and privileges 
of a nonaffiliated Mason. 


4. Notice of appeal: 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 326: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Hickory Lodge No. 343, A. F. € A. M., wherein the accused 
was suspended from all the rights and privileges of Masonry for a period of 
two years as of October 21, 1977. The accused filed notice of appeal from the 
judgment rendered by the Trial Commission, iterating alleged mitigative 
facts previously set forth in answer to the NOTICE OF COMPLAINT against 
him, and in which the accused admitted the charges. We carefully considered 
this contention along with oral argument of the appellant. We carefully 
reviewed the record in this case, particularly directing our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of notice upon 
the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence presented at the trial, 
and the decision of the Commission, all in accordance with the Regulations of 
this Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, of THE CODE 
of 1948, as amended to date, and find no error in trial procedure and form. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that the facts alleged by the accused in 
mitigation are not sufficient tooffset the damaging effects on Masonry caused 
by his former conduct, and approves the decision of the Trial Commission. We, 
therefore, recommend that the judgment rendered by the Trial Commission 
be affirmed by the Grand Lodge.

The following report of the Committee on Fraternal 
Correspondence was received and entered on the record and 
adopted:

Your Committee on Fraternal Correspondence wishes to make the 
following report on Fraternal Relations with the Grand Orient of Brazil, The 
Grand Lodge of Cuba, the Grand Orient of Italy, and the Grand Lodge of 
Southern Africa: 
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GRAND ORIENT OF BRAZIL 


The Report of the Commission on Information for Recognition of the 
Conference of Grand Masters of North America states that the Grand Orient 
of Brazil and the Grand Lodge of Guanabara, Brazil, both located in the City 
of Rio de Janerio, have recently entered into a Treaty of Fraternal 
Collaboration and Mutual Recognition, but the Commission on Information 
merely expresses the hope that similar treaties will be forthcoming between 
the Grand Orient and other State Grand Lodges of Brazil, of which there are 
23 State Grand Lodges in Brazil, 14 of which are recognized by North 
Carolina. Since the Commission on Information makes no specific 
recommendation about the Grand Orient of Brazil, and since only one United 
States Grand Lodge had extended recognition to this Brazilian Grand Orient 
as of last July, we recommend that North Carolina postpone recognition of the 
Grand Orient of Brazil at this time. 


THE GRAND LODGE OF CUBA 


The Grand Lodge of North Carolina withdrew recognition of the Grand 
Lodge of Cuba shortly after the take-over of that country by the Castro 
Government. Most of the other United States Grand Lodges did the same 
thing at that time, but since then 35 of our Grand Lodges have resumed 
relations with the Grand Lodge of Cuba, and our Grand Lodge is one of 14 
Grand Lodges that have not yet resumed relations with the Grand Lodge of 
Cuba. 


In the 1978 Report of the Commission on Information for Recognition, it is 
stated that "The situation of the Grand Lodge of Cuba and the Masons in Cuba 
was made much more difficult by the action of the Cuban government in 
promulgating a new law effective May 2, 1977 governing all voluntary 
associations except religious organizations and agricultural cooperatives, 
requiring them to register with the government and furnish detailed 
information about membership, officers and property. They are subject to 
regular inspection by government agents, and in the event of violations, are 
subject to fines, suspensions and even dissolution. The right of appeal from 
bureaucratic decisions is severely limited." 


In 1977, a number of constituent lodges of the Grand Lodge of Cuba were 
found guilty of violating these regulations and were fined by the Cuban 
government from $100 to $1,000, and the Grand Lodge was fined nearly 
$95,000.00. 


Due to the present unsettled conditions in Cuba, we recommend that our 
Grand Lodge continue its present policy of non recognition of the Grand Lodge 
of Cuba. 


— 


GRAND ORIENT OF ITALY - 


The Commission on Information of Recognition states that there is a 
seriously disruptive situation in the Grand Orient of Italy, largely occasioned 
by various actions attributed to Grand Master Lino Salvini in his conduct of 
the affairs of that Grand Lodge. The Commission states that "We have very 
carefully reviewed a great volume of written material from individuals, both 
Italian and non-Italian Masons, and has interviewed Grand Master Salvini 
and other Italian Masons. Based on information it has, and nearly three years 
of study, the Commission recommends that recognition be withdrawn from 
the Grand Orient of Italy by the members of the Grand Lodges of our 
Conference. Following the recommendation of the Commission we now 
recommend that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina formally withdraw its 
recognition of the Grand Orient of Italy. 


GRAND LODGE OF SOUTHERN AFRICA 


The Commission of Information for Recognition of our Grand Masters 
Conference of North America advises that "Under date of November 15, 19777, 
the Grand Lodge of Southern Africa announced that it had agreed to accept 
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into its membership members of the “colored” community operating under a 
charter issued to two lodges in Cape Town and Kimberly, South Africa, by the 
Prince Hall Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. The two Prince Hall Lodges, 
Southern Cross of Cape Town and St. Patrick of Kimberly, were made 
constituent lodges of the Grand Lodge of Southern Africa. The lodges had 
applied for membership in the Grand Lodge of Southern Africasix years ago. 
The ceremony included the initiation, passing and raising of the Prince Hall 
members and the consecration of the two lodges under the names of Lodge 
Perseverance No. 126 at Cape Town and Lodge Phoenix No. 127 at Kimberly, 
both now under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Southern Africa. 


The acceptance of colored members was approved by the government of 
South Africa and extensively reported in the South African press. Under the 
terminology used in South Africa, “coloureds” are persons of mixed blood or 
"browns" including East Indians and certain Orientals. 


From the Commission's report we are assuming that the Grand Lodge of 
Southern Africa required that these Prince Hall members be initiated, passed 
and raised again before accepting them as members of their Grand Lodge. 
Before making any recommendation about our future relations with the 
Grand Lodge of Southern Africa, we intend to contact the Commission on 
Information for Recognition to ascertain if this is correct. If they were 
required to take the degrees again using the ritual of the Grand Lodge of 
Southern Africa, their requirements would not be different from our own 
requirement regarding clandestine members.

GRAND MASTER 
JAMES EARL WATSON 


On Wednesday evening April 20, 1977 a new Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina, Most Worshipful Brother James Earl Watson, was installed 
to lead the Masons of this Grand Lodge through theensuing year. After he had 
assumed the oath of office he made this significant statement as a part of his 
installation remarks: 


“I stand as one who could not, in any way, attain to that which 
has preceded me and I ask you, each one of my brothers, to help me 
to help Masonry, because this is your Grand Lodge and Iam your 
servant. I want to do your wishes and improve Masonry any time 
the oecasion requires." 


Our Grand Master dedicated himself at that moment to this worthy ideal 
of service and throughout the year he has carried the Story of Freemasonry to 
every corner of our great State.

He brought to the office of Grand Master a vast amount of Masonic 
knowledge and wisdom and as he applied this knowledge and wisdom to the 
problems confronting Masonry in North Carolina, the problems were 
resolved in a completely satisfactory manner. 


He would be the first to admit that he has been the greater beneficiary 
through his services as Grand Master and that he has been particularly 
blessed as a result of these experiences. It can be safely said that these 
experiences have not only made his year as Grand Master a much easier and a 
more pleasant one, but they have also made it possible for him to conduct the 
affairs of the Grand Lodge in a most efficient and effective manner. 


Thus the Masons of North Carolina have many reasons to be proud of the 
achievements of this year; to be proud of the capable leadership our Grand 


Master has given; to be proud of the commendable direction he has give tothe 
progress of Masonry in our State. 
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We therefore congratulate him as we join hands and liftour hearts to God 
with a grateful expression of love and approval; we unite our voices in hearty 
approbation. Yes, as we look back upon his activities of the past year, and the 
progress that Masonry has made during his year as Grand Master and as we 
have listened to the voices of approval coming from Master Masons 
throughout the State, we can all utter a heartfelt “So Mote it Be” to the words 
a the Supreme Grand Master as we unanimously and approvingly say “Well 

one”. 

May God continue to bless this good man, “Our Brother”.

M.:.W.:. BROTHER WALSH: 


For the first time I address you as Past Grand Master, a title you have 
earned. For 365 days you have given your best to the 73,000 Masons of this 
Grand Jurisdiction. To do this, you have overcome many, many obstacles— 
death in your immediate family and illness and injury to yourself. Yet you 
fulfilled the arduous duties and obligations of this “High Office" to the fullest 
extent. You will always be regarded by the Brethren as one of their favorite 
Grand Masters. 


With all our love and esteem, I am happy to present you this Past Grand 
Master's Jewel. I know you will always wear it with pleasure to yourself and 
honor to the brethren of this Great Fraternity. 


INSTALLATION REMARKS OF 
M.:.W.: BROTHER JACOB CLYDE GOODMAN 


You may wonder how I feel on this most honorable occasion. I feel the 
realization of a dream come true; a dream that began in April of 1971 when 
the newly elected Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, Most 
Worshipful William W. Mims, Jr., appointed me a Grand Steward in the 
Grand Lodge. 


My first reaction was, Why me? Incidentally, Brother Mims has never 
given me an acceptable answer to that question. 


Being elected and installed as your Grand Master is indeed an honor for 
me personally. To my knowledge, this the first time a law enforcement officer 
has been accorded this high honor in our state. This accomplishment means 
more to the members of the law enforcement profession than you realize. 

I recall very well back in 1952 when I inquired of a friend of mine, a 
Mason, as to what I had to do to become a Mason. His first reaction was to place 
his finger to his lips indicating silence. He then led me to a secluded place and 
whispered to me that he would be glad to get me a petition but that I would 
have to promise him that I would not mention it toa soul. He wenton to say that 
police officers had little chance of being elected, that there were only five or 
six Masons in the Charlotte Police Department at that time. The only reason 
he gave me was that police officers were not too popular because they wrote 
traffic tickets. Well, I passed the ballot box and stand before you twenty-six 
years later as Master Mason No. 1. Maybe it is because I kept my silence or 
because I never did relish writing traffic citations. 


I am happy to tell you that times have changed. Of our 600 police officers 
in Charlotte today, I would venture a guess that over 5096 of them are Masons. 
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Several others are Past Masters and one is currently serving as Master of his 
lodge. Several others are lodge officers and many others are active in the 
Scottish and York Rites and the Shrine. 


Since my first appointment as a Grand Lodge Officer, I have heard seven 
Grand Masters stand before this podium and state their goals for the ensuing 
year Each had his own theme and did his job well. Two years ago, 
M.:.W..Leslie Garner stood here before a similar group and stated that his 
goal was "Unity in Masonry". During his year, he traversed our great state 
stressing "unity" and accomplished much toward unifying Masonry, for 
which he is to be congratulated. 


Les Garner was followed by our immediate Past Grand Master, 
M.:.W.:.Earl Watson who stood behind this same podium before a similar 
audience and stated he was going about our jurisdiction stressing "Dignity in 
Masonry". Those of you who know Earl best know that he is ^Mr. Dignity" 
personified. During his year, he succeeded in his efforts and also is to be 
congratulated for his untiring efforts, although he suffered physical and 
personal adversities. 


I have personally observed all the Past Grand Masters I have worked 
with, and have often asked myself, “How do you follow these guys? How do you 
top them?" Well, I've decided you don't try to top them. Instead, my only hope 
is to accomplish something beneficial for Masonry during my term of office 
that will be remembered. 


After much thought, I have chosen my themefor the year," Responsibility 
in Masonry". I plan to stress at every opportunity the responsibilities of the 
individual Mason, the lodge officers, the District Deputy Grand Masters, the 
members of the various committees and boards, the Grand Lodge Officers, 
and others in Masonry. 


I plan to remind all our Masons of their responsibilities to their brother 
Masons, their widows and orphans—more specifically, their obligation to the 
Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. I plan to 
particularly stress that portion of the charge on the First Degree which states: 
“In the state, you are to be a quiet and peaceable citizen, true to your 
government, and just to your country. You are notto countenance disloyalty or 
rebellion, but patiently submit to legal authority". (As a law enforcement 
officer, I especially like that one.) 

I am looking foward to serving you as your Grand Master. I plan to work 
closely with the officers of the Grand Lodge and past officers, asking and 
listening to their advice. Together we are going to have a great year.
